This is to clarify the relationship between the Permanent Select Committee 
on Intelligence ("Intelligence Ccxtinittee") and the Select Ccximittee to 
Investigate Covert Arms Transactions with Iran ("Select Cannittee") . 

The investigation of the IraiVcontra matter is being ccHiducted by the 
Select Committee. However, the Intelligence Ccxnraittee retains jurisdiction 
over all intelligence and intelligence-related activities. Members of the 
Intelligence Ccximittee have been adjoin ted to the Select Ccximittee, and staff 
of the Intelligence Ccximittee have been assigned as asscxjiate staff of the 
Select Q^ittee. Information requested by the Select Committee will be 
shared with the Intelligence Committee thrcxigh these Meirbers and staff. 

Coordination between the two Ccximittees will be close. Requests for 
informaticxi frcxn the intelligence ccximunity by the Select Ccximittee will be 
ccxirdinated with the Intelligence Committee through its Members and staff on 
the Select Committee. The Intelligence Committee will continue oversight of 
all intelligence activities and will consult with the Select Ccximittee on 
matters concerning the Iran/contra investigation. Consecjuently, any request 
for information by the Intelligence Ccximittee should be fully responded to by 
ycxa, v^ether or not it is related to the Iran/ccxitra investigation. 

We trust you will comply prcxiptly with both Ccximittees' recjuests for 
information.
